Prices  Are  F.  O.  B.  our  nurseries,  packing  extra;  250,  25  or  5  of 
any  one  variety  will  be  furnished  at  the  1000,  100  or  10  rates  respectively. 


Terms — Cash,  security  or  satisfactory  references  are  required  from 
unknown  parties.  Discounts:  2 1  for  10  days,  1%  for  30  days  from  date  of 
invoice.  Interest  at  six  per  cent,  6%  per  year  will  be  charged  from  January 
1  st  on  fall  accounts  and  from  July  1  st  on  spring  accounts.  Orders  for  C.  O.  D 
shipment  must  be  accompanied  by  one  fourth  of  the  amount. 


Auto  Truck  Delivery — We  make  deliveries  by  auto  truck  within 
one  hundred  miles  of  our  nurseries.  Charges  are  made  according  to  the 
size  of  truck  required  and  the  distance.  The  advantages  of  truck  delivery 
are  many;  the  cost  of  boxing,  freight  and  cartage  is  eliminated;  the  stock 
is  delivered  in  a  much  better  condition  than  when  packed  in  cases;  and  above 
all,  the  goods  are  landed  on  the  grounds  within  a  short  time  after  being  dug.
